shared his studies and pleasures with 
the world, and the world rewarded 
him by making It easier for him to 
continue the life he had chosen. But 
Just as lie had lived in the mountains 
because he loved the life, so John 
.Muir insisted In writing only as he 
loved to write. He had material in 
his notebooks for many unwritten 
hooks and he had flattering offers 
from publishers for very' much that 
he refusial to undertake to write. 

His literary style was a very re¬ 
markable one. It is an extremely fin¬ 
ished style, with all the marks of 
east and great polish, and yet It was 
a style written by him with great ef¬ 
fort and slowness. John Muir was 
never a facile writer. Composition 
was hard labor for him; but Just be¬ 
cause be labored hartL the labor c. his 
readers Is easy. While he showed 
great skill In language, his writings 
live because of the reality of his In¬ 
timacy with the Nature which he por¬ 
trayed. Not the first impression of 
the careless visitor, hut the finished 
oliservatlons of a lifelong student are 
reflected in his writing.^, and jjerhaps 
the fini.sh Is as much one of thought 
and knowledge as it Is of mere liter¬ 
ary style. Among all the Nature 
lovers of the world, and especially 
among Californians, the death of John 
Muir, even In the ripeness of his age, 
will come with a certain sense of 
personal loss. 

Of Muir's varied accomplishments 
and endeavors, the San Francisco 
-Argonaut sitys: 

Among the terms which serve by 
custom to classify then and profes¬ 
sions we grope In vain for a name 
embodying adequate conception of 
John -Muir's character and activities 
in life. He has been commonly spoken 
of as a naturalist. He was much more 
than a naturalist. He was a poet, he 
was a iihilosojiher, he was a seer, To 
each of these characters he gave a 
coloring reflected from the simplicities 
and the pietle.s of a mind that was 
pure gold. John Muir's love of na¬ 
ture was not the confused and inar¬ 
ticulate emotionalism which so often 
vaunts itself in that worn phrase. It 
wa.s a passion based upon an insight 
which literally found sermons in 
stones and books in the running brook. 
It was u passion which consumed other 
passions, which rendered all else in 
the world relatively trivial and of 
minor ajjpeal. It was a passion so 
deep and tender as to imbue with a 
power quite unconscious the mentality 
of the man and to grace with an un¬ 
studied art the processes and the 
terms of his thought and of Us ex¬ 
pression. John Muir so loved nature 
that he became in simple truth a child 
of nature, the most devoted, the best 
tutored, the most brilliant of her 
brood in our day and generation. 

In the character of John Muir there 
were apparent anomalies which re¬ 
solved themselves into harmonies as 
one came to comprehend the Inner 
springs of his life. .As all the world 
knows, it was his habit to resort for 
weeks and months together alone In 
the very heart of nature’.s preserves. 
Thus he spent the better part of ten 
years in A'osemite and the high Sierra. 
Thus he spent another period of years 
In the interior of Alaska. Yet the man 
who in profound solitudes could find 
hapiuness and inspiration was in his 
relations with humankind the most 
eoinpanionahle of beings. He was 
neither hermit or ascetic, but In truth 
a man of warm friendliness of spirit, 
a man who loved his friends and was 
loved by them. He entered almost 
with a childish delight into the inter¬ 
changes which spring from contact of 
congenial mind-s. Content, sufficient 
unto himself in solitude, he stiii 
found the highest pleasure in asso¬ 
ciations which brought to him the 
stimulus of thought and the joy of 
svmpatliy. 

.A marked quality of John Muir’s 
charaetor was the crystal purity of 
his mind. .A gros.s or coarse reflec¬ 
tion would with him have been an Im¬ 
possibility. Ho was tuned by propen¬ 
sity and by habit to the sweet and 
the high things. Ho could not by any 
process have descended to low things. 
Noliody ever heard him make what 
tie slyleil a questionable remark; and 
great would have been the temerity 
of one who eould venture an unclean 
expression within his hearing. Not 
bciaiise there was in the man any 
suggestion of censorship; it was be¬ 
cause he lived in an atmosphere re¬ 
moved from the lower motives and 
the common passions of life. Dreamer 
John Muir was, but there was pur¬ 
pose. order, method, power In his 
dreaming. It was a purposeful kind 
of dreaming, nourishing alike to men¬ 
ial and moral fibre. It was a dream¬ 
ing whieh If U released him from 
many of the cares and worries of life, 
strengthened In him the sense of 
moral responsibility. lAreamer John 
Muir was. but withal one who dream¬ 
ed sanely, who kept kinship with the 
world and friendship with himself, who 
sustained always with fidelity and 
with simplioity and sincerity the re¬ 
lationships whirli gr*‘W out alike of 
Ills profiensitles and of his associa¬ 
tions.

Private employment agencies, as 
now conduced In California, will soon 
he a thing of the past. If the recom- 
menilatlons made by the Commission 
of Immigration and Housing of Call- 
forni-'i to Oovernor Johnson, in a sup¬ 
plementary report that Is just off the 
State printing press, are carried out. 
The report based on Investigations 
carri(!d on for more than a year by 
the eommUsslon’s field .agents and the 
expjmiences of other States where state 
labor agencies have been established. 

The frauds and abuses of private 
agencies In San Francisco, Dos An¬ 
geles and Sacramento during the last 
year were investigated by the agents 
of the commission, and many com¬ 
plaints were received at the San Fran- 
<'laco offices from laborers direct who 
had been overcharged or deceived by 
unscrupulous employment agents. Hut 
this Is only one of the minor Indict¬ 
ments against the present system of 
private employment agencies. "Pri¬ 
vate agencies," the report siiys, "may 
find men for Jobs, hut they can never 
pesrform the larger function of dlstrl- 
hiition agencioB of labor. Only a cen¬ 
tral agency, with branches throughout 
the State, can do this.” 

The report advises the Oovern 
that In the light of the experiences of 
last winter, and the probable distresses 
of the present season, to urge an emer¬ 
gency measure upon the present ses¬ 
sion of the legislature, ceating a State 
bureau of labor exchanges with branch 
offices In the centers of population to 
gather and disseminate labor Intelli¬ 
gence. A sort of a clearing house— 
bringing the man to the Job and the 
job to the man. 

The report advises that the state 
bureau should co-operate with the 
Rjcllway Commission to provide low 
transportation rate to those for whom 
it finds positions, and if private or 
I)hilanthropic agencies be allowed to 
exist, to issue licenses to them and 
to revoke the same at pleivsurc. 

The (’onunission also urges the pass¬ 
ing of definite laws governing sani¬ 
tation in labor eamps, a eomplete re¬ 
vision of housing laws, some mode of 
eneouraglng rural credits, l.aws to pre¬ 
vent frauds in rural land saic.s, a state 
land bureau to co-operate with the 
University of California to suiqdy 
Iirospeetivp purchasers with needed 
Information regarding the economie 
uses of land, and the appointment of 
a C€>mmtssion to further conduet an 
Investigation on the proldeni of unem¬ 
ployment. 


John Muir cijiild not have written 
more to the point if he had been spe¬ 
cifically addressing the peoi)le of this 
town about their own Sierra .Madre, 
"Mother Range.” 

The passing of f.'alltornla’s great 
thinker, for whom the Sierra Club 
cabin in the Santa Anita canyon was 
named, has hrouglit forth many ex¬ 
pressions of appreciation in the pub¬ 
lic prints. All should stimulate the 
reading of .Muir's writings by those 
who are not familiar with them.

From the San Francisco Star we 
take the following brief sketch of this 
remarkable life: 

Death has taken from the world 
the great naturalist of California, and 
one of the great naturalists of Ameri¬ 
ca. It Is fortunate that he took time 
in 1913 to write Ids reminiscences. 
Covering the hardships of his early 
life in Scotland and of his experiences 
on a Wisconsin farm; but the record 
stops Just prior to the time when he 
became famous. He was born at Dun¬ 
bar. Scotland, in 1833, and came to this 
countr.v with his parents. His ad¬ 
vanced schooling was obtained at Wis¬ 
consin University. 

For years John Muir made expedi¬ 
tions to all the great mountains on the 
Facific Coast, and to the Arctic re¬ 
gions; and was among the first to 
write about the Yosemlte Valley, and 
to urge that it lie made into a Na¬ 
tional tiark. In Alaska he discovered 
the great glacier that hears his name. 
His fame as a writer has gone over 
the world. Better than anyone else, 
he knew the mountains of this State 
and :)f the whole Pacific Coast.

I'nboiindiHl mischief Is 
catisiKl through neglected teeth; neti- 
ralgla, Indlgestion-often leading to se¬ 
rious' internal trouble—defe<'tlve eye¬ 
sight. and so on. 

It Is a significant fact that British 
authorities have declined, on the score 
of defective teeth, to accept the serv¬ 
ices of many young men wishing to en¬ 
list for tile war. 

In our grandmothers’ days dentistry 
was iiractically uukiiowii and the 
toothbrush u new item among one’s 
toilet articles. A dose of medicine was 
supposed to cure the face ache. But to¬ 
day, amid all our modern Improve¬ 
ments, a visit to the dentist is neither 
nil expensive nor a very terrible affair, 
and tliere is really no excuse for neg¬ 
lected teeth. 

Dway is. of course, the most dread¬ 
ed factor III coiiuectloii with teeth. 
But iireventlou Is better tliiiii cure, and 
we can ourselves keep decay at hay if 
proper precautions are used. 

Teeth should he cleaned at least 
twice n day, and u mouth wash used 
after meals to remove food secretions 
will also prove lieiieticlal.

Thorough Cleaning the Remedy For 
This Annoyance. 

When the vluteli drops or grabs it 
should hi‘ cleaned carefully with kero¬ 
sene and allowed to drain thoroughly. 
The priiieiiial cause of gtahhiiig aud 
dragging, wliich is tlie semilluid oil, 
wjLll he removed, says .Viito Dealer. 
Next till with a heavy mineral oil, to 
which should he added Just sutlleleiit 
kerosene to make it tiold when en 
gaged. Too much kerosiuie will make 
it “grab’’ and drag, while too little will 
allow it to slip. 

The theory is that kerosene reduces 
the “body’’ of the luhricntlng oil in 
proportion to the ipiaiitity used. When 
released there should he suflielent lu¬ 
bricant between the [dates to prevent 
a metal to metal contact, which would 
cau.se dragging, while the clutch s|iiing 
should he siilllciently .strong to S()neeze 
out the luhricaiit anti permit a metal 
to metal contact wlien the clutch is let 
in. It may he iiece.ssary to adjust or 
reneyv your clutch .s[)ring. should the 
clutch not hold when you have added 
sufficient kerosene to [irevent dragging.

Oil of peppermint. 1 part 

Thymol . « parts 

Tincture of myrrh . 8 parts 

Water . 100 parts 

Alcohol (90 per cent) . 5(X) parts 

Shake well and add a few dro()a to a 
glass of wiiriii water. Any clieinist 
will make it up clieaply. 

One of the most cleansing properties 
is preciiiltated chalk mixed with a lit¬ 
tle cold water. It not only [ireveuts 
decay, hut [U’cserves the enamel and 
helps to keep the whole mouth in a 
healthy coiiilltlon. This preiiaration 
should lie aiiplied to Hie teetli and 
gums niglit and morning aiM the tooth- 
hrusli riilihed np and down Into every 
crevice. 

After cleaning the ttHdli it is a good 
[ilaii to drop the tirush info a half tum¬ 
bler of soda water The toothbrush 
need.s It.s daily wasli just as mucli as 
anytliing else, and the soda will cleanse 
it from any imimritles which may lurk 
between Iks bristles. 

Sweets and acid [iropertles attack 
the enamel of the teeth. If the mouth 
Ls rinsed out witli limewatur tills will 
preserve the whiteness. 

Don't ever [Hit [iliis or iieiHlles in your 
mouth. It Is one of the easiest menus 
of promoting decay, if necessary line 
silk thread or dental Boss may be 
drawn through the crevices. 

Dark stains are often due to a de¬ 
posit of tartar, which Is apt to form 
along the bottom row of teeth. Seal 
ing by a rqllahle dentist should take ; 
place at regular Intervals, and the troii 
hie will thus he removed. 

.V soiinil set of teeth is a great bless- ' 
ing to its owner, hut on the sliglitust . 
sigiLs of decay It is always best to cou- ’ 
suit a dentist.
